The Republican Members of the Pacific 
Coast Delegation Hard at Work on 
Another Chinese Bill. 

WasHINeTON, April 13. 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, Repre- 
sentative Page and Senator Miller are 
framing such amendments to the ve- 
toed measure as will obviate the ob- 
jections before urged, and at the same 
time not only preserve, but actually 

increase its efficacy. The most im- 

portant is one which makes a radical 

and evidently a desirable change in 
the registration system. The vetoed 


bill, by requiring all the Chinese now 
in this country to registe& imposed on 
them a special duty, or obligation, not 
imposed upon other residents, although 
by the terms of the treaty they are en- 
titled to the same immunities and ex- 
ceptions as other foreign residents. But 
aside from this consideration the regis- 
tration system might have opened the 
door toa great amount of frand through 
transmission of certificates of registra- 
tion to China to be used by new Chi- 
nese immigrants, and perhaps by suc- 
cessive fraudulent holders indefiuitely 
thereafter. -It was, therefore, agreed 
that instead of compelling all Chinese 
to register forthwith, the new bill 
wil! simply require our customs offi- 
cers to register every Chinaman de- 
parting from this country after be has 
embarked on shipboard, recerding his 
name, his last place of residence, and 
a description of his age, hight, and 
other distinguishing characteristics,and 
then giving him a certificate. This 
plan would restrict the number of 
registration certificatea toa compara— 
tively small proportien of the number 
of Chinese residents entitled to go and 
come freely, and it is bélieved would 
correspondingly diminish the oppor- 
tunity for fraud. It would also obvi- 
ate the objection upon the Chinese 
treaty rights by devolving all obliga- 
tions for registration upon our 
officers. This amendment may be 
supplemented by an amendment 
requiring the Chinese authorities 
to certify to all Chinese ports 
of departure upon the face of 
each certificate that the Chinese la- 
berer who intends to return with it to 
this country is the person described 
in the certificate. The new bill will 
also contain seme provision for transit 
through the United States of Chinese 
subjects residing in foreign countries. 
It will, of course, be difficult to frame 
a provision for this purpose that will 
not be liable to fraudulent use, but 
Miller, Page and Jones are confident 
that it can be done. The passport 
feature will not be materially changed 
although the documents in question 
may be designated “certificates ot 
identification,” and the period of sus- 
pension will be fixed as heretofore

Willis added that he himself would 
vote for a two-years’ suspension rather 
than obtain no suspension ot Chinese, 
during this session, but he believed, 
in common with many others, that 
President Arthur will not dare veto a 
fifteen-year bill. He was tearful that 
if any attempt were made to crowd 
this new ten-year bill through the 
House and without allowing a vote to 
be taken on a fifteen-year amendment 
the majority of the friends of the ve— 
toed bill would revolt against the 
effort, and that nothifg could be ac- 
complished. He therefore earnestly 
suggests that without allowing a de- 
bate, the House should be given an 
opportuaity to vote on such an 
amendment. . 

Page replied that he and his Repub- 
lican colleagues had ascertained be- 
yond the possibility of a doubt that 
the President would not be willing to 
sign a bill for any longer term of sus- 
pension than ten years, and that un- 
less a ten years bill was promptly 
passed there would be an extremely 
grave danger of a failure to pass any 
bill whatever on this subject, during 
the present session of Congress.

| THE LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 
Utah Territory's Grand Resources—Its 
Advantages and Draw-backs. 

If Brigham Young had left polyg- 
amy behind him when he came to 
Utah he wonld have built up a great 
State and left an honored name. The 
Territory possesses every requisite for 
a high development, and with his 
wonderful abilities as an organizer 
and leader, he would have made Sult 
Lake City one of the chain of great 
cities extending from New York to 
San Francisco, embracing Chicago, 


St. Louis, Kansas City and Denver. 
Lying as it does, many hundreds of 
miles from any possible rival, it will 
of necessity become a depot for all 
Utah, most of Montana, and parts of 
Idaho, Wyoming, Nevada and Colo- 
rado. In addition to the great advan- 
tages of its location as a trading point, 


| it is surrounded by an excellent farm 


ing country of great extent, and by 
mountains that contain mines of silver 
and lead, and bearing much good 
timber. There are large coal fields, 
and immense deposits of iron. Some 
uf the latter is so pure that black- 
smiths have been known to dig up 
chunks of it and hammer it into 
horse-shoes, and when under the glass 
it showed native silver. With an in- 
telligent population and a free inter- 
course among the people, these ad-= 
vantages would make a great and 
wealthy city of Salt Lake. The site 
is one of the finest imaginable. A 
gentle swell rises from the Jordan 
river on the west, and descends 
slightly on the east, towards a shallow 
valley that comes down from the 
mountains, and bending west breaks 
into the Jordan a mile or so south of 
the town. On this gentle elevation 
which consists of a warm, sandy soil, 
sloping to the south, the city is built. 
It runs to the foot of Ensign k on 
the nerth, which acts as a este te 
the cold, north winds. 


CAMP DOUGLAS

The 
Mormon children are all educated by 
the oo meet The money and land 
given the Territory for the ‘pur 
have all gone to the aut” Meas 
/valuable changes can be made by the 
new form of Government if a wise and 
courageous Board is appointed. It is 
thought that ex-Senator Kirkwood, of 
Iowa, will be the Chairman, but the 
others are not known. Old settlers 
think that business may be unsettled 
tora while, but they look for bene- 
fits in the future. No one expects 
any serious opposition from the tithe 
payers. There is quite an immigra- 
tion now of Gentiles, and if people be- 
lieve they are to have a chance there 
will be arush anda boom that will 
overcome any depression that may be 
occasioued by the change.

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Dried Apples. 

Much fruit goes to waste that migbt 
be prepared for market at a profit. 
Last year there were exported 60,000,- 
000 pounds of apples which had been 


prepared by the ‘ evaporating pro- 
cess.’’ The process is extremely sim- 
ple. The fruit is ‘‘cored” and slice: 
into pieces one~sixteenth of an inch in 
thickness; it is then exposed to sul- 
phur fumes, which arrest all fermenta- 
tion, and then toa dry and hot blast 
of air, which reduces it to about half 
its original weight. The sulphur fum- 
igation prevents the fruit from becom- 
ing dark, and after drying it is almost 
as white as when first cut. Simple 
as is this process, it costs about twice 
as much as drying the fruit io the sun, 
but such is the saving in weight and 
flavor that it is preferred, and evapo- 
rated‘apples sell to-day in European 
markets at 14 cents a pound.
